Tlie NECESSITY FOR PROPAGANDA 


This war differs from. other 
wars that we have been m, a the 
1ecessity tor propaganda to x 
lain its isaties ald its pretense 
fMnpoartince to the people of the 
 nited States. When at cane 
an, in August, 1914, the whok 
wiople regoiced that we were so 
remntc froth ihe sent ct war, 
separated by the Adantic (cent, 
and so barred trom it-by our na 
tional traditions that we would 
cecape the vortex of destruction 
and suffering that was opemng 
to the Toren abit s, 

For three years we occupied 
as near a judicial position as the 
circumstances permitted and die 
cussed the tssnes between the 13 
Hone with an impartial stute of 
mind, ‘Then awe were forced into 
war throwh «a violation of our 
rights at sea. It was dtthenlt to 
Brute tir people fit ric impor 
fince of those rights in aw zone of 
the high «cus ¢o for awav A3 
Creat Gritain atl Ireland. 

The statements of the Prést- 
lent properly set forth as our 
sbitet in the war certain ideals 
of a world character and trpor 
marce. Our material interest im 
tnaintaining those ideals, how- 
ever. it was difficult for the pro- 
ple to Apprectate. | . 

The ig5ue was-tot as it was Mm 
nur Revolutionary War, at out 
cliwirs, aril liad not been the sun 
ject of political discussion fat 
half a century, as the slivery suri! 
ceeession issti¢e had been betore 
our Civil War. ‘Prosperity anil 
money-tnaking, high wages and 
hivh profits, absorbed the mter- 
est of our people, and i was dif_- 
euit th challenre thetr attention 
to the inevitable consequence of 
German victory. Hence the con- 
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sciousness of the fact that we are really 
in war has but slowly been stealing over 
eur people as a psychological fact. 

The officers in-command of the canton- 
ments which I yisited were general offi- 
cers of the Regular Army. I had met 
them and known them all in the Philip- 
pines and in the War Office. They now 
wore stars mstead of the captains’ hars 
ar majors’ leaves which they wore in 
Philippine days. They talked freely with 
me about conditions, and with the iti- 
formation which they gave me and. that 
which I derived from the nomerous 
Y. M. C..A. secretaries, I feel that 1 ob- 
tained fairly reliable information as to 
conditions. prevailing in the camps. I 
soon became satisfied that the attitude of 
the men toward the war and their service 
in it, as reported to. Dr. Mott, which had 
induced him te ask me to make the trip, 
had radically changed. Itmust have been 
that his informants had sent word to him 
at a time before the men had become ad- 
insted to their camp life. 


THE FINEST SLATERIAL IN THE WORLD FOR 
THE MAKING OF AN ARMY 


The men when drafted were from 21 
to 3%; many of them had become more 
or vss settled in life Many of them 
were in receipt of compensation substan- 
tially greater thin that which they would 
receive as private soldiers: The ineon- 
vernence and nck of comforts insepara- 
ble from a camp life they had not grown 
used to, and they naturally were at first 
in a state of protest and question over 
the change. When I went through the 
camps, however, they had grown scctes- 
fomed to camp life. In the drill and 
martial training and instruction they had 
begun to understand the governtnent’s 
purpose and had become interested in fit- 
ting themselves for their new duties, 

The commanders of the camps assured 
me that the drafted men were the finest 
material for the making of an army they 
had ever seen in any country. On the 
average they were better men physically, 
mentally, and morally than the average 
of the National Guard or of the Regular 
Army. They were a clean slate to write 
upon. They did not have to onlearn any- 
thing and they learned quickly, Thev 
manifested the known adaptability of the 
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American. The difference between their 
appearance when they first reached camp 
and after threeand four months’ training 
was wonderful, Theirappearance in re- 
view, as they went by with their lithe 
figures, their mourtial bearing, their mili- 
lary step, their bright, healthful color, 
gave one a thrill of patriotic pride. Their 
response, ns they sat in a great avdience, 
to patriotic sentiment showed that their 
hearts were in the right place. They are 
af object- lesson in univertal military 
triining anda powerful argument for its 
establishment. 


EVERY SOLDIER MUST KE AN EXPERT 


The German has so changed the art of 
war that every private soldier must learn 
his trade as an expert. Throigh disci- 
pline and practice he mitst acquire a 
knowledge of the particular duty assigned 
to him, so as to make his performance of 
his proper fimction second nature. ‘This 
is being impressed upon them by their. 
own officers and by the English and 
French officers, of whom there are eight 
to ten in every camp. 

I ventured to point out in every speech 
I made the importance of discipline and 
practice and included a word on the ne- 
ceseity for the salute, The salute is said 
to be descended from the salute which 
one knight made to another in the days 
of chivalry by lifting his visor. It is only 
a recognition by one member of the craft 
of his association with another of the 
same craft. It does not involve inferi- 
ority or servility. The private salutes the 
officer. The officer is one of nai rank, 
The ¢alute mist be tetirned: The duty 
of initiating the ceremony is a recognition 
ot subordination, a relation that must 
exist In an army if an army is to be an 
effective military machine and not a mob. 

The progress m military science has 
heen in the development of the machine- 
like operation of the different parts of an 
army, The private soldiers are cogs 
working into other parts of the machine 
and moving tinder control of their imme- 
diate and higher commanders, as coms act 
with the wheels and other mechanism 
with which they coordinate. The salute 
is only a recognition of this relation of 
association. It was interesting to watch 
how the new then disregarded it and how 
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18 50 large and so complete and so effect- 
ive that. it enters into every soldier's life, 
Or course, on, the other side, when we 
have casualties awl many wounded, the 
functions of the Ked Cross will assume 
the greater importance; but in the train- 
ing camps it is otherwise. 

it is most gratifying to be able to tes- 
tify, from all the information | could get, 
that no camps have ever been ‘so free 
from drunkenness as those in this present 
national effort. li most cases the nearest 
tows sre dry, and the great cities where 
drink may be had are sa far from the 
camps as not to prove a temptation. The 
same thing is true of the morality of the 
men, 60 far as [. was alle to learn from 
the commanding officers. There were 
some of the camps where the neighboring 
towns were wet, but the danger of selling 
liquer to soldiers as a violation of the 
commercial law has proved a yery excel- 
lent preventive. I-must think from what 


I saw that the activities of the ¥. M,C. A.. 


and these other institutions have played 
a large part in maintaining decent and 
proper living among the soldiers. 

The sites of the camps seem ta have 
been very well selected, a0 far as drain: 
and water supply were concerned. The 


sanitary features hove been well looked 


after, In some, as at Columbia, 8. C., 
the soil is so porous that a drill can be 
held without difficulty the sume day after 
ti heavy main. 


EACH CAMP A GREAT CITY 


ach camp is a great city of From 1400 
to 2,000 buildings, sufficient to-house and 
accommodate 40,000 men, The distance 
from one end of a camp to another is 
often three or four miles, and from one 
side of 2 camp to the other some two or 
three miles. There is always in the reser- 
vation 2 plaice for a-tifle range, though it 
ins not always been constructed, and in 
a number of camps there is room say 
for an artillery range, though the fiel 
puns 28 vet ore few and far between, 

The appearance of the camps is inter- 
sting, but not beautifal. The taildings 
are unpainted and the sites Nave free 
qietthy had to be cleared of timber, leav- 
ing stumps that don’t add to the beauty 
of the landscape. I obserye that the 
(Quartermasters Department has asked 
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for $2,800,000 to paint the buildings in- 
side and out, and I think it wonld be a 
saving of money to the government if 
this could be done. Certainhy it would 
preatly add to appearance. The Young 
Men's Christian Association does paint its 
buildings green, and one’s eye rests with 
relief upon therm in these oceans of 
weather-stained yellow boarding. 

The camps ditfer much in the roads 
constructed within their limits. Tn many 
of them within the reservation the main 
roads are good, but in muddy weather in 
some of the camps they are not what they 
should be. Tt would doubtless have been 
better if the roads could have been built 
before the buildings had been constructed, 
because the weather would then have 
been good for the building of roads, and 
at would have made the cost of transpor- 

ation necessary in construction very 
much more reasonable, ‘The roads. from 
the nearest towns or cities to the camps 
alse differ much, and some of them in the 
winter and in wet weather try cruelly the 
springs of the automobiles and the nerves 
of their occupants in going to and from 
comp. 


THE MEN ARE COMPORTAULY HOUSED 


The men in barracks are very comfort- 
ably housed, ‘There are two methods of 
heating-——one by great furnace stoves and 
the other by steam pipes. In the hurry 
of the job, and because of the difficulty of 
getting sufficient prpe, the system is not 
circulatory and wastes hot water at one 
end. This should be changed, and the 
quartermaster has recommended it, so-as 
tocmake tt a double system, which would 
be a great saving in the matter of water. 
It would probably offer a better oppor- 
tunity for regulation, The criticism that 
tan be made on the systeni now is, bhe- 
cause it must be turned on or off fromm 
outside the building, it either parboils one 
or leaves one frozen in cold weather. 

With some actual experience, 7 got the 
impression that the men cn the whole are 
comparatively more comfortable than are 
the offeers. There was in the beginning, 
it seems to me, an unnecessary disposi- 
fton on the part of the officers to deny 
thernselves comforts that they might just 
as well have had without any great 
amount of additional expense. Often, in- 
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deed, the haste with which conyenierices 
were arranged indicated that no planning 
had been given from the standpomt of 
enintort, Certainly a wom would not 
have arranged the rooms and furniture 
and conveniences as they are now | ar- 
ranged at headquarters, 

Nothing in the construction, however, 
has affected detrimentally the health of 
the soldiers. Very little of the illness can 
fairly be attributed to insufficient cloth- 
ing, because while overconts may have 
heen lacking, they had sweaters and tn- 
dercoits that kept the men generally 
Wirt, 


THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY 


Another error probably made m_ the 
construction of the camps was the failure 
to build the hospitals first; but in every 
cantonment, when I vistted it, wus a large 
hase hosg: ital, admirably equipped and 
amply able to take care of all who were 
likely to be il in a full division, except 
under most extraordinary circumstances. 
he truth is that on the whole, consider- 

the very great severity of the winter, 

ich could not have been anticipated, 
rhe health of the troops in the canton- 
wie has been eeoetient. ace

THE COST OF THE CANTONMENTS 
The cost ef Ae cantonments hus been 
very great, but the hugeness of the task, 
the aicsens weith which it had to be 
done, the exorbitant prices which had to 
be paid ander the circumstances doubtless 
explain the large expenditure and the 
great excess over the estimates. ‘The esti- 
mates were $3,500,000 for each camp. 
Asa matter of fact, the cost of the camps

Of course, the National Guard camps 
use tentape, and the buildings there range 
tram $2,000,000 to $3,600,000 for a camp. 

The reported high commissions earned 
on these costs have not been understood. 


They were called “cost plis ro per cent. 


contracts,” but this percentage decreased 
from 16-t0 6 per cent when.a certain cost 
was reached, and in no ease could the 
commission exceed $250,000. The per- 
centage which was cared by the con- 
tractors varied from 2 to 3 per cent. 

There were two circumstances which 
added to the cost above the estimate, in 
addition, One was that the Surgeon 
General, after the estimates were made, 
inststed upon 500 cubic feet of inside 
space per man instead of 365, as had been 
estimated for, The other was that in 
August General Pershing’s change in the 
lactical organization to what are called 
Pershing divisions necessitated an adli- 
tion to the barracks, which added a. very 
large sum. 

Phe result was that the National 
Army cantonments cost, complete, about 
$141,000,000; the National Guard camps, 
$38,000,000; the embarkaton camps, 
$14,000,000; the quartermasters’ training 
camps, $3,700,000; the machine-shop 
units, $531,000; and. the Sclioal of Artil- 
lery Fire, at Fort Sill, $680,000, or a total 
of nearly $200,900,000, 

There was admittedly a good deal of 
waste in this expenditure, due to charge 
of plans; but after reading the evidence 
an the subject, I cannot find that there 
is real ground for criticism, consilerme 
all the circumstances. 

The task. wasagreatane It wae done 
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with much dispatch and the. object in 
wiew was well served. 


JUST COMPLAINT AT DELAY IN TRAINING 


The complaint im the camps, from per- 
S0ns competent to make just complaint, 
was the delay in the proper training of 
the troope—due, first, to the severe winter, 
which prevented any satisfactory drill in 
the open in the northern camps, so that 
there was no real opportunity to do any- 
thing outside, except hikes through the 
snow, to keep the men in good condition, 

The second reason for the deficiency 


in the training of the men, or its delay, 


has been im the absence of tools. It took 
a long time before the needed rifles were 
furnished, and everywhere was lacking a 
supply of machine-wiuns, The manage- 
ment of machine-runs, entrusted to sepa- 
rite companies in every regiment, is a 
technical matter that teeds much train- 
ing, and there were neither Lewts guns 
nar other guns with which this traning 
could be trad. A third great defect was 
the absence of field-guns. There were 
a few on hand, but wholly inadequate in 
number for proper trainmg of artillery 
THis. 

I think it would have been wiser 1f all 
the camps in the northern States: had 
been placed in southern States, Even to 
a layman visiting camps, the greater op- 
portunity for drill was apparent im the 
marching of the men. A teview of 25,- 
eoo mer, which I was permitted to sec 
at Camp ‘Travis, in San Antonio, showed 
a degree of drill that could not have been 
equalled, 1 think, m any other camp. 
There I witnessed, too, bayonet drill 
hayonet charges over trenches, a sham 
hattle over trenches, with hanil grenades, 
and everything but a barrage of artillery. 
The difference in progress between that 
command and those in the far north could 
not escape the observer:

tis trie that the health of the troops 
in the northern camps was better than it 
was in the South, the camps which suf- 
fered most from poeumona were Camp 
Travis, at San Antonio: Camp Ftke, at 
Littl Rock, and Camp Funston, near 
Tonetion City, in Kansas, where, while 
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they had cold weather, they had but little 
snow, These tad health conditions were 
dowbtless due to the unseasonable and 
unusimal conditions at these places: 

At San Antonio and at Camp Funston 
the high winds blew the dust, ao that it 
secmed to carry the germs. At San An- 
tomo the prevailing trouble was influeneo, 
followed ly Tonia. At Camp Pike 
the preomonid came fromomilnasies, At 
Cunip Funston the dust was dark and al- 
most black loam. When I stepped from 


the tram at that place a high wind was 


lowing and the dust was so thick that it 
darkened the faces of the regiment and 
its officers, so that they, although white, 
had the appearance of a coloured regiment. 

Hut, as already shown by General Gar 
gas report. the health conditions are so 
mich better than they ever have been in 
the past, that while we should not ahate 
our effioht to reduce disease, we certainly 
mav felicitate ourselves and the War De- 
partment on the comparatively small per- 
centage of deaths and illness. 

As already said, at every camp there 
are four te five English offeers and four 
to five French ‘officers. The uniform 
testimony of our commanding generals is 
that these officers have been admirably 
selected They are men who wear insig- 
nin showing that they have been in the 
trenches. and in the places of danger on 
the front, have heen a number of times 
woutrded, and that they are very foniiliar 
with the needs of this modeny warfare. 
They work very hard, They are admir- 
ible companions, they add to the enjoy- 
ment of headquarters life, and they are 
deeply interested im the work they are 
doing. They ‘are often discouraged by 
the absetice of tools, but in their lectures 
to the offeers and with such pons and 
implements as they lave had they are 
entitled to the greatest credit for the 
progress made. 


SINGING AN TRPIRTART FEATURE OF 
CAMP LIFE 


One thing that impresses a visitor to a 


camp 1 the real pleasure that the men 
can derive from singing. They must have 
a good leader—one whe is: active and 
fhyvthmic and histhome and almost tan- 
tastic. There was one at Camp Devens, 
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timed McEwan, whose work with the 
boys was remarkable. The songs “Ower 
There,” “Keep the Home Fires Burning,” 
“smile, Smile, Smile,” “Tipperary,” and 
“The Long ‘Trad are most catching in 
their airand most stirring in their effect. 
I had the pleasure of addressing four 
or five atkiiences. of negro troops. I 
prophesy that they are going to make a 
very effective part of our army. They 
take tmining well and they make excel- 
lent soldiers if well led. We have seen 
that in the Regular Army, in the 24th 
and 25th Infantry and the oth and roth 
Cavalry, and in the ald 48th Volunteers 
the Philippines. They are great, stal- 
wart men, capable of enduring much, 
loving military life, amenable to disci- 
pline, and anxious to fit themselves. 


THE GREAT LAKES NAVAL STATION 


My last assignment, as T have said, was 
the Great Lakes Naval Training Station, 
north of Chicago, It was very interesting 
to visit this and to compare what the navy 
had done in is one great cantonment with 
whut the army had done. The navy had 
25,000 men to drill and’ train, nee this 
cantonment is therefore about the same 
size, ora little smaller, than that of the 
army. There is-a preat permanent sta 
tion, with accommodations for seme tooo 
Or 1,500 jackies in traiting; and of course 
this offers converiences that are used tn 
connection with the cantonment. The 
buildings are somewhat more stautly 
herilt. They are painted and constricted 
in somewhat different architectiral lines, 
heth of which make them a little more 
attractive tothe eye. They have algo 
what the army has not—two very large 
drill halls, They guve me a review. of 


7.000 jackios in ane drill hall, and it was 


evident that these halls in the winter. scq- 
son had heen of great advantage for 
needed training in lire bodies. 

Another difference was the difference 
in the age of the men, The men were 
really between 18 and 22, and th their 
raival uniform they looked like cadets ef 
a high or preparatary-school, They were 
under excellent discipline, as one could 
see. They needed no instruction as to 


saluting, for that seemed a-second nature 


to them, from the discipline they had had. 
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They were pot as well able as the older 
ten to withstand the test of my long ad- 
dresses, and I thought | discovered a little 
more somnolence among them than | did 
among the drafted army. (Of course, they 
were tot so mature, but they were very 
boeht, and they were certainly well 
drilled in the manual of arms and in the 
calisthenics with their rifles; Tt would he 
difficult to select.a stte where the winter 
winds have freer sweep than at this train- 
ing station, but the buildings seemed to 
be well heated and the command in excel- 
lent health.

The draft law doutitless needs ameni- 
ment, as defects appear in its adminis- 
tration, but it 1s a preat tritute to. the 
self-governing capacity of the American 
people that, with so Inthe: prepared and 
trained machinery and so few salaried 
olheers, it has been possible to call upen 
the body of the country for locally self- 
created tritamals to administer the law 
amd carry it through effectively. 


AN ARMY OF 5,000,000 NEEDED 


The liw should be amended so as to 
wutherive the President to inerenase the 
atthy from 7,500,000 to 5,000,000. men 
with the colors, or more. We must win 
the war, and we should now loy our 
foundations abroad sa as. to mike that 
inevitable. 

Mf course, airpinnes, artillery, and 
ather instruments of war ure necessary 
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mamodern Guopagn, and we should jn- 
crease the supply as lar us our resources 
will permit, but in the end this war, as 
other wars, must he won by tramed man 
mower. We should Idok forward with 
are vision and make ample provision 
so a8 to strengthen our allies, give con- 
fidence to our own army, and) convince 
cur enemicks now of our determination 
to win the victory. 

Tam frequently much concerned to 
gather in perfectly loyal quarters the im- 
pression that the war will be over in less 
than a year, One may note in many cen- 
ters of sinister influence suggestions that 
peace is to be brought about by negetia- 
hen with Germany. Lf this is. the out- 
come of the war, it will te most humilist- 


ing to the United States and will only 


stpone further evil days for her. We 


have said, through our national spokes- 


man, that we can have no confidence in 
a treaty made with Willinm of Hohen. 
voller and his Prissian military régime. 
This was assumed before Gecuant’ i 
treacherous defeat of Russia through the 
disintegration of her-army. In spite of 


her phrases of high principle she has dis- 


closed again her real lust fer territory 
and pewer, in placing her paw on the 
viliable parts of Russia, Now, there- 
fore, we should be more determined than 
ever in our purpose to defeat German 
militarism before we consent to close this 
wir, 

WHEN THE WORLD WILL WE FREE AGAIN 


We can mise as fine an army anid 25 
large an army as there is on European 
sail, and if we transport it as rapully as 
we may and have it all upon Barro NEN 
soil within two or three years, our object 
will be attained and the world will be 
ifee again, 

On the whole, the deepest impression 
that is made ty the camps and catiton- 
tients on the tmpartial visitor, without 
technical military knowledge, is the evi- 
dences on every side of the loving care 
of the American people for their boys in 
the service. Their fond ts of the hest. 
My own boy in the ranks hos told me that 
they have a tradition among the men— 
and think tt is sustained—that their food 
is better than that of the officers. The 
provision in the hospttuls, in the Y. M. 
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C. AY the Knights of Columbus, atid 
the Rei Cross, the theaters, the visiting

On the whole, therefore, 1 came away 
with # canviction that we had begun 
right.

VOYAGING ON THE VOLGA AMID WAR AND 
REVOLUTION 


War-time Sketches on Russia’s Great Waterway

O TRAVELER fully knows Rus- 
sa whe nas not sailed down the 

L | Volea River—“Litthe Mother 
Volga,” as the people affectionately call 
it—the stream which unttes the cold 
North with the glistening sands of the 
Caspian depression ; wich flows threueh 
Europe and ends tn Asta: which rans 
from furs to cottan, and which links the 
Baltic with the Caspian. To journey 
down the Volga amid the ferment of war 
and revolution and economic upheaval is 
to have as good an opportunity as can 
anywhere be found for studying the com- 
position and taind of this bewildered and 
bewildering nation, 

Naturally, there i no: tourist travel tn 
Rurssia during the war, and an “Ameri- 
canski” i a marked and favored man 
aboard the comfortable Volga steamers.

Petrograd and Mosenw to the Caucasus, 
with an obligation ta Gbserve Russia by 
the way, [ followed the circuitous and 
slower route, in the latter part of August, 
i9i7, thus building up, little by little, day 
after iay, muptessions of the people that 
were clearer than those obtainable in the 
two chief cities, 

This Volga journey is 40 different from 
that across Siberia, which | have twice 
made, that one seems i another world— 
thaugh both reveal imperial possibilities. 





These experiences spell in large Jetters 
the potentinlity of the Russia that is yet 
to be. 


THE STORY OF THE VWOtLGA 


Largest of Enrope’s rivers, and rank- 
ing high among the great streams of the 
earth, the Volga follows a tortuous, lei- 
surely course, through.a watershed three 
times as hirgr 1s France, for 2,305 miles, 
nti its dOUrs its waters, through i wide 
delta of many mouths, into the briny 
Caspian, the largest inland sea in the 
workd.

One of the sights of the stream is the 
huge rafts of lumber, many of them more 
than 500 feet long, towed at an almost 
anperceptible rate of speed by side-wheel 
steamboats. The size of these raits is 
indicated by the fact that the wazh of the 
big Volga boats docs not have any ap- 
parent effect upon them, So Jong is the 
Volga journey for the rattsmen that they 
build leg houses on their rough craft, and 
even occasionally raise vegetables and 
flowers in miniature gardens. As these 
men ait gathered about their camp-fires, 
floating downstream, they afford one of 
the delightful night scenes: of Volga 
travel, It is woodsmen’s life afloat. 

As scenery, the shores of the Vola 
éannot compare with those of many an 
American river. Along the upper reaches 
the right bank is hilly and pleasant, but 
lower down the stream enters the depres- 
sion that once held the larger Caspian 
Sea, and here sand-diines are common, 
with occasional stretches of real desert. 
‘These steppes are inhabited by Tatars, 
whose cattle come to the river bank to 
drink and whose camels give a touch of 
the ancient East to the landscape. Towns 
are not a4 numerous as might be expected 
along sc) famosa river, although some 
of the cities have occupied an important 
place in Rossian history. 





THE BOLSHIVIE IDEA OF FREEDOM 


Recently half a dozen of the Volga 
cities have made tnore than a little trou- 
ble for the central government by declar- 
ine themselves independent repulhlics and 
si continuing fora few days. What does 
literty mean, reason these simple-minded 
folk, if net the right to do as one pleases? 
In Nizhni the -soldiers tose agamst their 
officers and slew many, so that a force 
hoil to be sett agminst them from Mos. 
cow. Asthere was no capital punishment 
in existence at the time, the instrgerits 
were simply distributed among other milt- 
fury wits. 

Overshaiowing every mile and sminute 
of the Volga jourtiey uw the fact of the 
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war and the revolution, It is the topic 
of private conversation and of public 
discourse, “Swaboda,” or “freedom,” 
soon becomes a familiar sound, even to 
wien ears. No boat is without its soldier 
nassengers, traveling, apparcntly, on im- 
dividual initiative, “ 

immediately after the revolution, when 
all sarts of radical conceptions of liberty.

4 more inoffensive crowd of patient and 
long-endutring men may scarcely be im- 
agimed. Sechinns the stimplest explana- 
tion of the absorbing phenomena of the 
Russian soldiers is to say that they are 
at present merely raw material—men in 
the making, but for the moment onby chil- 
dren. They are sorely befuddled by the 
lack of leaders and slogans and stand- 
ards ; therefore they are dating aimlessly 
about the Janc—tnorganized, undisci- 
plined, undirected, and ready to follow 
the mad radicalism of the first “boulshe 
vik,” or extreme socialist, who gets their 
eit—and the Maximalists have shown an 
cfhcienty tn propaganda that has been 
their ane achievement in revolutionized!

Quite different were the group of-sol- 
diers Who came aboard our boat at Kazan, 
Such aos had uniforms seemed to be wear- 
ing these of the Austrian army, as we 
had come to know it from observation of 
Lerman and Awstrian prisoners i many 
towns and cities of Russia, These men, 
30 in number, were singularly alert and 
well kept, their uniforms, or semi-uni- 
forms, being in an adinrable condition 
of spriceness: Each man wore a reel 
and white mbbon somewhere on his coat, 
and we speedily learmmed that they were 
Czechs, or Bohemians, who had been con- 
scripted into the Austrian army, and at 
the frst opportunity, during the battle of 
Lemberg, two years before, had voltin- 
tarily surrendered to the Russians. 

After the revolution the request of these 
Czechs to fight on the side of liberty had 
heen partly aceeed to, Ar the recent 
debacle on the Galician front these Creche 
had behaved so valiantly that Kerensky 
had given them permission to form a 
stparate Czech whit, and our fellow-pas- 
sengers were on the way, via Samara 
and Koev, to join. their compatriots on 
the eastern front. 

When asked what would befall if they 
should be captured by the Austrians, they 
cheerfully and graphically explained that 
they would be hanged; but that it wus 
an tiwiitten agreement among them that 
betore falling into the hands of the na- 
tion from whose power the Czechs seek 
hheration they would do as other Creches 
had clone at the time of the castern re- 
treat—shoot themselves. 


THE CZECHS DESERT TO LINERTY'S ARMIES 


The ardor and intelligence and patriot- 
ism of these men, eoing smilingly to 
death for the old cause of self-govern- 
ment, was refreshing. When we pro- 
posed photographing them, they asked 
that it be beside their red and white Mog, 
which flew from the steamer’s top deck. 
This standard bore the words, "Czech 
Volunteers. Forward for Liberty !” 

Every man of the thirty has relatives 
among the two million Czechs, or Hohe- 
mians, who have emigrated to America: 
most of them being found in Pennsylva- 
ma and in Chicago. There are eight mil- 
lian left behind, and these, we were told, 
are a unit in desiring independence. 
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and the Semite. It i not easy to tell 
which of one's fellow-assengers are pre- 
dominantly Slav and which are Mongol; 
Persian and Armenian:sit side by side at 
the table, and until pork is. served the 
Amencun cannot tell them apart. So do 
costumes blend. Yonder Chinese for ia 
he a Mongol?) wears a wholly Russian 
costume, and our tall Cossick may be 
either-a Georgian ora Circassian, though 
he looks like an Armenian. wa 

As with the blood and costumes, so also 
is it with customs. Helow us, on the for- 
ward deck, sits a family drinking tea 
from bowls, which they hold in uttermost 
Chinese fashion, rather than from glasses, 
in the Russian mode; yet one of the 
woten weats a wrist watch and all are 
dressed as Slavic peasants. Alongsule of 
them sits a woman who w combing her 
own hair, for vanious littl: teasuns, while 
another is perforning the same office for 
her neighbor, in the friendly fashion af 
India and of all oriental punthers, 

The hair is a poitit of pride with both 
men and women in this country. Not 
only aboard shin, but even in the best 
resturants, To finve seen men publicly 
combing bath beard and hair; frequently 
[ have observed it among mien at table. 
Even in the midst of the church service 
an oceasional Rrssian priest will comb 
hie flowing beard amd locks; and Tosaw 
bishops and archbishops, in the -ante- 
room of the proctirmtor of the Holy 
synth, make a complete toilet with huye 
combs: which they carry hidden some- 
where in their robes, 


EX AMIERS OF IIRSUTE EPFULGENCE 


Om the other hand, there are apparent 
Nazarites who give no heed to their wild, 
unshorn locks; d'or example, there wis 
the young chap wham we dubbed Horace 
Greeley, with his soft, straggling heard 
and a quizsical look behind fus il-fitting, 
silver-rimmed glasses, as if he were cryer 
in the glare of the sun, His straw hat 
was fastened by a string, and he carried 
a carpet-sack, from which he was contin- 
tally drawing forth food, so that his time 
was divided, Tike that of most Russians, 
hetween smoking anid eating. 

Many peasants and soldiers pay no 
other attention. to hair, apparently, than 
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to cut it off square before it reaches the 
shoulders. Tor hirsute effulgence, how- 
ever, commend me to the genial izhyo- 
stiks, or drosky-drivers, of Nizhni Nov- 
gored; their whiskers are as ample as 
their coats, which, a¢ all who have seen 
Russian Jehus know, is superlative speech. 

The greatest blend of Volga River 
travel ts found among the fourth-class 
passengers, First-class cabins, high- 
celled and spacious, with no upper berths, 
are forward on the upper deck, with 
Piite-giass windows: in dining-room and 
music-room. Second-class passengers are 
aft on the same deck, with cabins and 
their own dining -room, the overflow 
sleeping in the dining-room. There is no 
distinction on deck between the two 
classes, and ¢ven the third and fourth 
classes, in addition to the soldiers, prom- 
enade the upper deck, in a merging con- 
sequent upon the revolution, 


SSENES WITHOUT PARALLEL IN THE 
WESTERN WORLD 


The third-class passengers have bunks, 
two ters high (1 have evert seen men 
sleeping on the narrow luggage shelves 
above the bunks), while the fourth class 
simply camp down amid their luggage on 
the deck—tonward, ait, along the rails, or 
wherever else they can find a foothold, 
The footway alongside the oil-using en- 
wines a5 lined at night with sleepers— 
men, women, and children—with faces 
screwed up beneath the glire of the elec- 
tric lipht. 

HS isa scene with no parallel in the 
western world. Slavs, Mongols, Tews, 
Persians, Tatars, Circassians, Armenians, 
and gypsies all herd together in:what ap- 
pears to be a eonglomerate and inextri- 
cable mass of misery. Each family or 
group is perched on or beside its bun- 
Hes—hundies of cloth or of oriental mags, 
some Of them beautiful—and its haskets. 
Occasionally there will be seen an tmita- 
tion leather gripeack or a gaily-colored 
tive trol. 

As most.of these people are traveling 
with their household gools, it is easy to 
see What a famuly prizes. This one has a 
battered dressmaker's form. Yonder one 
iron dumb-bell, weighing 1§ potinds or 
so, Which a woman carefully treasures. 
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so beautiful that the traveler covets them 
ever ¥ one,

iven the cliborate headiiress of the: 
men is never so delhightiul as the best of 


the shawls worn by the women; hut it ds 
more striking, espectally as the traveler 
draws near to Persm und the Caurayus. 


Fuge lamb-skin shakos, of all shapes artd - 


no shape, are the accepted hendgear even 
for August. L have seen them two feet 
high and almost as wide. 

To counteract the warmth, or for other 
rensoris, the Moslem keeps his head 
shaved; and the appearance of a man 
with a heavy black beard and no hair 
atwve his ears is at least unfamiliar to 
Americans: At ¢very landing ane catches 
new suggestions. for come costumes. for 
stage wee. 

We carried from Astrakhad to Pe- 


trovsk a Persian whose faml-skin hat, 


never seen off his head, at meals or at 
might, was no bhicker than his villainous 
bearcl, which did not conceal the fact that 
his chin was only an inward slope, and 
that his teeth lapped fondly over. each 
other. His eyes roved perpetoally, in 
(lifferent directions, and he was ever oan 
the grin. His coat was a lony, gray one, 
with spreading skirt, and his shoes were 
picturesque greet, 

He was no more picturesque than the 
long-haired “anurchist”’—whn may have 
beta merely a genios from New York, 
visiting his native Russi /—wearing what 
appeared to be a suit of pajamas, braided 
with black cord] and frogs, and a black

do many Russian men, wear a bracelet. 
At Teast he looked cool, whereas not a

and three hundred pounds. Unlimited 
material for inatined idots—Persians with 
regular features, black mowstaches, and 
large, languishing eyes—is living jts life 
of merry jest anid Hobe nang the Volga, 
Te Ses, whist ag sie world 
not essay on the docks of San Fronet 
ar Ptriladelphia. cui 
: They have Beyer peace that “Beatty 
8 its own excuse for being.’ so they 
heartily bend their backs to unbelievable 
burdens. Often I have watched proces- 
sions of them going ap steep eung-planks, 
eich man bearing on his back a packing 
case—a full-sized, foll-weight, packing 
ease, such as two dravmen in America 
move only by turning from side to side, 
Nothing is carried except on the back. I 
saw alarge drop-forge being borne ashore 


a few days ago, and while three other 


men were steadying it, the weight of the 
machine, which conld not have been less 
than 500 pounds, came on one tian’s back, 
These professional lurden-bearers of the 
Near East, Ktirds and Persians and Ar- 
menians, catry heavier loads than’ even 
the Korean coolies or the hill-women of 
the Himalayas. 


SONGS AND HOWSE-PLAY LIGHTEN: TILE 
TOILING HOURS 

As they toil they sing. Quips and jests 
and horse-play are common with these 
aren ara a they mice with one an- 
other up and down gang-planks. Songs 
of the Volga tailess aire "enon ovary 
Where, but I never heard them se well 
done as one night at a port where-a square 
box, evidently contaming a-stane of manv 
hundred - weight, was to be dragged 
aboard, Tt was placed on a long plank. 
as if to increase the friction, and this 
was drawn by ten ten, pulling upon ane 
rope. An extra stone, weighing two or

three hundred pounds, wis carned on 
top of the box, as a mere unconsidered 
trifle, 

At Hore, of course, rollers would have 
heen put under the plank and the whole 
inoaved forward easily; but labor-saving 
devices have yet to find their way inte this 
land, where man-power 13 the cheapest of 
commodities, As the team of ten men 
strained at the rope, they sang. Their 
leader; or canter, was: a long-whiskered 
patriarch who would have made a model 
precentor for a Presbyterian charch— 
provided he left his dinky little rewnd hat 
in Russia, He carried the solo parts of 
the chantev, and the chorus came crash- 
img im with deep responses, richer by far 
than anything heard on the Potomae or 
the Mississippi. “The performance would 
have gladdened a tusician’s heart, who 


ctraightway would have transcribed its 
melody, How the hardest toilers sing, 


the worl: around ! 3 

‘The Russian love of misic appears in 
many forms. Frequently at ports of call 
we would be serenaded for alms by a 
crippled soldier and his family or by & 
group of maimed comfades. ‘The man 
would play the accordeon—the piano of 
the peasant—and his companions would 
sing, and sing effectively, as apparently 
all Riesians do. 


SING, EVEN THOUGH YOU SUFFER 


There is a strain of plaintiveness in 
these folk-melodies, even a5 in their 
church services, where the unaceampanied 
chairs make music that is famous for 
depth and richness. These long nights 
on the tiver, with an accordeon or the 
Russian tangular euitor wsually within 
agund, gave one a fondness for the strains 
of this simple music. After all, it a 
fine philosophy that these cripples and 
peasants teach; Keep your musie port- 
able: and ff vou suffer, at least sing.

gers crowded on the deck below, I owe 
a remembered debt for Volga music.

From the American's viewpomt, Sara- 
tov is the best city of the group, although 
many an American town of one-fourth its 
size 16 better built and kept. These lower 
Valea cities show the predominance of 
the Germans, who were settled there bv 
Catherine the Great and who lately have 
been more than a little inconvenienced 
by their German sympathies, | 

This element mocmimnts for the presence 
af conventional western church spires in 
thesy cities nod towns, for the settlers 
have remained Lutherans. Koman Catho- 
lic churches are more numerous, also, in 
this section. Ever nlong the lower Volga 
the Greek churches and cathedrals, some 
of them very old, since this is not new 
country, dominate the landscape. Fre- 
quently the great church, with its domes 
and campantie, will be the one preter- 
ticns structure in a community, The 
Vigie of the campanile, StToHe exumples 
ot which, like the churches to which they 
are attached, are really beautiful. 13 sure 
to be remarked by the Volga traveler.

One who has traveled much in the Near 


East, and is accustomed to the subardina- 
tion of the church to. the mosque, takes 
a rather unelristian satisfaction in the 
spectacle of an oriental region where the 
church buildings dominate the landscape. 

That this is the East, one’s ears make 
clearatevery port. ‘The noise is the habe! 
of ttiman voices: net the minble of mao- 
chinery or of motor-cars or of railways. 
hut the shrill shottings af the Orient, 
whith does nothing without chor. 
Quarrels are almost entirely verbal. | 
have not seer one stand-up and knock- 
down fight in-all the turbulent experiences 
of travel in Russia; the rearest to tt was 
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when two cabbies, or whvostiks, clutched 
each others big padded coat and pushed 
and pulled while they cursed.

FOOD THE PRINCIPAL OCCASION OF 
EXCITEMENT 
Most of the excitement at ports of call 
bas to do with food. This phase of the 
Volga vovagr, or of life m Kissin itself, 
deserves a chapter apart: ‘The meal hours 
on the big passenger steamers were sim- 
ply incomprehensible, Of course, “chai,” 


or tea, was served, or made, in one's. 


cabin. or in the dining-room, at the time 
of arising, which might be anywhere from 
gto rtdeclock. Nothing is served in the 


dining-room or tram the kitchen and 


pantry between the honrs of r2 and 2 
o'clock at mid-day or betwee 6 and & 
o'clock in the evening! This is the rest- 
tine of the servants, 

Since the revolution all sorts of radical 
changes haye come about in the lot of 
waiters, conks, chambernmaids, and other 
domestics: For one thing the fee system 
has been abolished, except tn the case of 
hotel porters. Fifteen of 20 per cent is 
added to one’s bill fot “service.” 

Reforms in the hours of labor have 
also taken place: so that, for example, in 
Astakhan it was impossible tosecure a 
morsel of luncheon before 1 o'clock at the 
cites ane leading restaurant. The night 
before it had been 8 o'clock before the 
Arcadia testaurant opened, though the 
hungry Americans got something to cat 
an hour eather by being admitted to the 
city's leading gaming club, which had a 
buitet attached. On the boat, as I have 
indicated, there was strictly no. basmess 
done in the culinary department within 
the heurs when all Americans are acens- 
tomed to their meals. 

As it worked out in practice, one's 
order for luncheon was taken at 2 o'clock 
and he was jucky if he got semething to 
eat by 3. Commonly, we sat down to

Contrartwise—and Russia is a land of 
contranes—the very next steamer we 
took, from: Astrakhan to Baku, on the 
Caspian, served meals promptly at west- 
erm hotirs—‘“Intle breakfast” at 8, lunch- 
con at 12, and dinner at 6. So the ent- 
ing habits of Ritssians may not safely be 
generalized upon, except that they eat 
with frequency and with disregard of 
standurdized usages. 

FORAGING AS A FINE ART 

War's gentle art of foraging is no new 
All travel is based 
an the zssumption that most of the pas: 
sengers will carry food with them or se- 
cure it en route. It ts the rare person 
who depends entirely upon the dining-<car 


or the shipes restuurant. 


‘Tris pertectly an fait for a gentleian, 
and even for a cmulitary officer, to enter 
the dining-rocan with a box of caviar, or 
a loaf.of whitish bread and a couple of 
chcumbers, or a jar of jam in his hands: 
Itomay be that he carnes dried fish by 
their tails ora watermelon under his-arm, 
Tt is to secure these suppilies that passen- 
gers rush ashore at every stop. Must 
have come from the sad and soggy black 
bread of Petrograd and Moseaw :-and be- 
fore they are far down the Volga they 
find themselves in the realm of plentiful 
white brend, or mear-white bread, and 
even, in some places, of real pastry. 

There is aburidanee of grain in some of 
these ttowns, but the local committees will 
not permit it to be shipped Gut—another

The passengers on the boats de 
their wlmost to prevent that undesirable 
fate for edibles, for they seem to be al- 
ways eating, eating, citing, | cannot re- 
call a single stroll around the deck, at any 
hour of day or night, when I did not see 
somebody eating and drinking. The over- 
crowded peasants on the deck below and 
the saloon passengers above are alike in 
this, that they are continually producing 
from their stores some sort of food to be 
eaten. with the ever-present tea. 

Still, one need uot always study. his 
fellow-passengers, There is the scenery: 
of the shore, which, fither down, m- 
chides the villages of the various Tatar 
tribes, with ther routid houses that lowk 
like haystacks; and farreaches of rolling 
meadow land and wheat fields; and hills 
and forests, and sand-dunes and towns 
and cities, with the wild ducks and geese 
flying between. 


AN ENDLESS PRESSION OF RIVER CRAFT 


Then there is the incessant procession 
oi boat ee i steamships regularly 
ly upon the Volga. Big barges, in groups 
of five or six, with half a deccic’ anatl 
beata clustered like barnacles behind, are 
towed by side-wheel tugs. Fishing craft, 
manned by Karmacks. and other natives, 
glide by orare passedat anchor, From the 
shore comes the sound of church bells, 
made musical by traveling over the water. 
Sunsets of surpassing loveliness, and 
sunrises which few Russian passengers 
eee, cast a spell of peace over one's spirit,

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THE ISLE OF FRANKINCENSE

Formeaty Unsiren States Consun-Gexerat To Apex, Aranra 


™y INCE the days of the ancient Egyp- 
tians, frankincense has been cm- 
hg ployed in the religious rites of 
many peoples. Intrepid merchants of 
Persg and of Phoenicia sailed their ar- 
gosies to the edge of the unknown in 
search of the fragrant resin equally 
prized by the high priests of Juilah, the 
vestal virgins in their incense offerings 
to the gods, and the Romans who em- 
ployed its perfume in the celebration of 
trumps to their victorious Caesars. 

Frinkincense is a gum resin obtained 
fromocrtain trees of the penis Bosteellia, 
found in East Africa and Arabia. An 
incision having heen male in the bark of 
the tree, a milky juice exudes and slowly 
hardens int tear-shaped drops of yellow- 
ish hue. These are rathered aa olihanum, 
or-the true frankincense, The idea that 
frankincense was originally a product of 
lindia probably arose from a confusion 
of it with other adoriferous products of 
that country, and becntise of the fact that 
tmported frankincense is sold with native 
Indian products. 





In the Roman Catholic Church today 


It ww recomended that frankincense con- 
stitute as large a propertion as possible 
of the incense used. Tn the Russian 
Church henzotn ts much emploved. The 
silver fir tree of Europe furnishes a resin 
Which i the common frankincense of the

SOOTRA, ANCIENT SOURCE cr 
FRAN KINCENSE 


Asa chip hurled from the woodsman's 
ax, Socotra seems to have been torn off 
in the making of Africa and fling away 
into the Indian Ocean. Tn ancient times 
Secotra and the southern Hadramaut 


prodiced all the frankincense in the 
wotid, but today the largest, supply comes 
i ewe the Warsangli country, in Somali- 
Tana. 

This fragment of the Dark Continent, 
7a miles Jong by 35 tiles wide in its 
widest part and lying $43 miles east of 
Aden, ts said to be geologically older than 
eastern Asia; yet in the centuries which 
have elapsed since the argosies of Persia 
and Tyre sought it out for its precious 
halsams it has been almost forgotten. 
The Europeans who have visited ft could 
be counted on one’s fingers. Every ship 
that passes through Bab-el-Mondeb, cast 
or west, sights its cloud-belted peaks— 
and gives it room: for Socotra has no 
harbors, and the monsoon snarls abent 
its uncharted rocks like a hungry lioness 
lying im wait for her prev. 

It was my good fortune to be one of a 
party. headed by His Britannic Mijesty's 

esident at Aden, which left the latter 
city With the intention of adventure and 
a Week's cimping-outin the cool Socotran 
Mountains. 


AWAITING A ROVAL VISITOR 


By great luck we hod excellent weather, 
and at dawn on the third day we dropped 
anchor in a@ shallow bay, smooth and 
transparent as glass, abot three tiles 
trom a long, curving, yollaw heacl hacked 
with pul fronds Soll farther Lack 
stood a wast mumpart of gray hmestone 
mountains sticking needle-pointed peaks 
up mto the clouds. These were the peaks 
of Haghier and we were anchored in 
Tatmarida Bay. Pefare we, smothered in 
the: palms, lav Haditha. the capital of the 
isund. 

For an hour we awaited some signal to 
indicate that our presence had been ob- 
served. A royal visttor was expected to 
break fast—His Highness the Sultan Pas- 
san ibn Tad, lord of the isle of frankin- 
cense and of Kishu, on the south Arahtian 
coast.

We returned from our visit to the capi- 
tal along the banks of the kor, or lagoon, 
that winds its placid way through the 
palms. Strangely enough, a. strip of sand 
not more than 50 feet wide divides: its 
sweet waters from the brine of the sea: 
There are several of these: silted-in la- 
goons along the coust, and that eminent 
traveler, the late Theodore Rent, thinks 
they are the remnants of ancient harhors 
in Which the smailer ships of these ‘times 
easily found shelter: 

Nothing could he lovelier than the sight 
of slender Socotran cattle grazing kenee- 
deep among the grasses and the palm 
branches that line the banks of these 
khors. Clouds massed above and tmoun- 
tains near behind ; long shadows dappling 
the water, and the stm turning to gold the 
thwny flanks of the cattle makes a picture 
of pastoral beauty rare to behold) im this 
part of the last. 


THK SULTANS DULIMERATE ATFRONT 


By the middle of the next afternoon 
it Was apparent to every one that the Sul- 
tans continued “Gndispasition” was in- 
tended as a deliberate affront. He had 
no intention of receiving us. ‘The thing 
seemed mexplicable, as Socotra is wnder 
British protection, aml the Sultan, ws the 
recipient of a bounty of 350 dollars a 
year, is liege to the British Resifent at 
Aden. Mevertheless, there it was; such 
an atfrant as official dignity could not 
dare overlook in. this ceremonial East. 
Worst of all, it was gutite impossible for 
the party to attempt its camping tripe in 
the mountains without the Sultan's aid, 


He had been notified of the visit weeks: 


before, and we had expected him to meet 
us with camels, carriers, sheep, anil all 
the impedimenta required for such a trip. 
We found nothing ready and: our host 
supremely indifferent. Reluctantly, Gen- 
eral Bell ordered our whole adventure 
to be abandoned anid the captain to weigh 
anchor, 


Bat for mainy months I had been et- 
deavaring to get to Socotra to secure 
some frankincense trees for the Burean 
of Plant Industry at Washington, and all 
my hopes of stiiecess liad been centered 
on this trip. I knew 0 should never have 
a like opportunity again, As the result 
of my urgent importunities General Bell 
sonesnaly consented to keep the ship in 

arbor another 24 hours while T made a 
quick bolt mite the mountains to find my 
trees, if possible: i 

Twenty-four hours is very: little time 
im which to penetrate a mountain wilder- 
ness and bring back any sort of game, 
especially a rare tree, but there was no 
choice, and some quick action was neces. 
sary. | 
HLOWS AND HONEVED PROMISES "ou THE 

Captain Arthur Mitchell, of the Royal 
Garrison Artillery, at Aden, clected to 
accompany me, and Major Jacob hurried 
his mvaluable interpreter, Ali Hussain, 
aff to find us: camels and guides. An 
hour later we were ashore with all our 
baggage and provisions. By the ail of 
& tongue that fairly dripped honeyed. 
promises of “haksheesh,” and «hip's: is- 
eutt, Ali Hussain had assembled a small 
regiment of camels and donkeys and their 
drivers, 

Tediaim ensued, Each man wished only 
to throw the smallest parcel he could find 
on his beast. rope it and sneak away. 
There were not even enough parcels to go 
around. The Salihs were a golden ‘har- 
vest, agent by Allah, for the especial en- 
richment of camel men. All was every- 
where, bestowing here a kick, there a 
amle, and sometimes bath together: but 
without the aid of Major Jacob, a master 
of the Arab and lus vitriolic speech, I 
doubt if we should have ever got started. 

Tn the end, our relatively small amount 
ot bagumge, servatits,. guides, drivers, and 
interpreters were bestrwed upon six 
camels, five donkeys, and twelve men! 
it was an enormous robbery, but the 
sacotrans had a complete grasp of the 
situation, Our head guile, 2 si Arah 
rascal, who had not felt a ropee in hie 
hand probally fora vear, demanded 1s 
Tipecs, of about $5, per day for himself 
and his servant! He got it, too. Yet 
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these were the same people who had pre- 
ferred.a handful of rice to a silver dollar 
only two days before, 

(Jur caravan had seatrcely cleared the 
khor and got well on to the three of 
four miles of fertile, scrub-covered. plain 
which divides the sea from the mou- 
tains, when the guide proved ‘his mettle 
by suggesting that we cump there for the 
right, He had been: made to understand 
clearly that his whole lusiness was to 
bring us into the frankineense conntry at 
a point where we might be sure of secur- 
ing some litth: trees that could be carried 
hack to: the ship, and he had glibly prom- 
ed to introduce us to those trees by the 
mite af the next forenoon, Now the 
promises were so glibly renewed that mv 
mistrust of him became certain and, much 
paint his will, he was forced to push or. 
Even so, it was after-sundown when we 
reached the glen behind Hadibo, where 
the Wadi Motaha broke a way for ts 
through the solid wall of Haghier: 


AMONG THE TEDIUIN CAVE-DWELLEnS 


The trail up the narrow gorge of the 
Motaha, worn by camels’ feet and the 
torrential rains, is narrow, rocky, nnd ex- 
ceedingly steep. In places-it is scarcely 
wider than the width of one’s beast, and 
the great thorn bushes beside it tear with 
insatuible clhiws at flesh and- clothing. 
Plowers—vellow, bloe, and crimson 
same familiar, but naost of ther strange, 
and creeping vines over low trees gave 
the whole jungle the appearance of a 
lovely, tmkempt garde—like a worn 
with disheveled hair, (Occasionally one 
encountered the hideous cucumber tree, 
with tts swollen anc whitish ‘ems, Jook- 
ing like enormens candles which had eut- 
tered horribly. This tree grows nowhers 
else and the rest of the worldLis none the 
worse for it. [ts proper foliage consists 
ofa few tufts of leaves, with little vellow 
flowers at the top.of its knobby branches: 
but we saw vultures rovisting im nearly 
every tree sand they ‘seamed 5 fitting 
irwit. | 

After dark, when we were perhaps 
Toco feetup, lights appeared in the faces 
of the cliffs. « These were the bedtime 
fires of the Hedowin cavealwellers, who 
live on nothing tht the products of their 
herds, Ther are a folk so timid that 





we caught no more thad hyo or three 
glimpses of them: but we heard their 
shepherd calls in the morning, and all 
through the mght the lowinw of cattle and 
the bleating of goats betrayed them. 

_ Ato o clock, when we had been elimb- 
Iigon) foot and drageing the animals up 
after us for some fires hours, tired na- 
tere refused to be longer denied. We 
nade camp on a partially tale knoll, lit- 
tered with mounds and ancient grave- 
stones, near a place called Dahamis. 
While our Indian servants put ap the tent 
tinder a spreading: euphorbia, the men of 
Socotra ate a few handfuls of dates and 
rolled themselves against their prostrate: 
heists to sleep, 


AN ENTRANCNG SCEXE 


We were now about 2, feet up. 
The air was deliciously cool and toward 
morning it became even biting. “Through 
the tent flap one could look down upor 
the whole valley behind us, tathed in a 
heavy dew. Eaght or ten miles away the 
sandhitts by the sen plistened in the full 
moonlight like mounds of silver: nenrer, 
every feaf and stem in the seruh stood 
out in black and silver filigree: euphor- 
bias and adeotums, gouty ahd pompous 
above the scrub, seemed hike the fantasies 
on” Japanese ecreen, The whole lnnd- 
scipe was a seres.of wonderful tracertes 
in moonlight and shadow, entrancimgly 
lovely, | , 

With the dawn wewere scrambling up 
the slopes agam Animals and baggage 
were left behind “as useless, Guns were 
even (hiscarded ; the wild goat was free to 
kick his heels in cur faces, if he liked, 
with perfect impunity, I, at least, was 
obsessed by the one idea-to get my trees 
and get them back to the ship by the time 
T had solemnly promised. 

We were now inva region of much 
larger trees, muriy of them very curiods 
and all of them strange to mie, except one 
which resembled, and most probably was, 
a species of the African bawhal, Mast 
interesting of all were three species of 
the famed drigeon's blood—whose ruby- 
red fluid was need to dve the rahes of 
olden queens—which stood all about 
on the slopes, Hike |sittaltons of skirmish.

frantically tovme to prepare ws for the 
moment. waved a triumphant arm:

She yielded the 33. villages, as 
agreed on, bat exempted Livin an the 
plea that it was a town arid not a yillage. 

So for 250-years Llivia has remained 
a Spanish town inside the French fron- 
her. Lt is: Spanish in everything but lo- 
cation. The Spanish mails go there, and 
Spanish taxes are occasionally collected 
there, and Spanish money is taken, and 
there is a post of the Guardia Civile upon 
the public square, AS one jolts down the 


neutral road toward Llivia in the earrier’s.
